Surgeon Blue reports : 

ANIMALS EXAMINED FOR PLAGUE INFECTION. 

During the week ended October 1, 1910, there were examined at 
the federal laboratory at San Francisco and the branch laboratories 
at Oakland and Los Angeles, Cal., animals as follows: Squirrels 3,230, 
rabbits 9, gophers 2, rats 2,047. The rats were identified as follows: 
Mus Tiorvegicus 1,786, Mus rattus 115, Mus alemndrinus 104, Mus 
museulus 42. 

No plague-infected animals were found. 

BISTBIBTTTIONIOFIPOISON. 

In connection with the making of a squirrel-free zone around the 
cities on San Francisco Bay, 1,225 acres of land in Contra Costa 
County, 15 acres in Merced County, and 262 acres in San Mateo 
County were covered with poison during the week ended October 1, 
1910.
